The Brazilian revolution is an 
accom pli#héd feet. “Apparently the 
army pavy made common 
cause with the new movement and 
carried it through. . The flag-of the 
new Republi¢ has been recognized 
in the various provinces of the 
Empire, now States of .the Repub- 
lic. Dom Pedro and his family 
have been put upon a Brazilian 
man-ol-war, with short time for 
jeave-takinug, and are now probebly 
en route for bisbon.

A PIANO-TUNER’S TALK. 


He Talks About the Strange Things He 
Encounters in His Trade. 


“ Look outfor that rit!’’ was the excla- | 


mation of @ piano-tuner of this city toa re- | 


porter @ few days ago as 
York Grape, . The words had hardly been | 


said when a large, lean rat jumped out of | 


the instrument and scampered across the 
room and outof an open door. While he 
was dexterously removing the rat’s nest 
from inside the piano the reporter asked if 
rats were usually part and parcel of pianos. 
The tuner remarked that while probably 
two-thirds of the instruments in residences 
were free from the rodents the other third 
were infested with them; at least that has 
been his experience during twenty years of 


his life. Those in the country, especially in | 


well-to-do farmers’ houses, were generally 


inhabited by rats, and in dozens of cases | 


fully half a bushel of small scraps of paper 
that had been carried there by the pests 
had been. discovered. The paper and the 


nests. were not so had, but rats very fre- | 
quently did the instrument much damage. | 


Rats play havoc with the felts in the ac- 
tion, and he had repaired pianos where the 
felts had all been eaten away. Occasion- 
ally a hungry rat is discovered that shows 
fight, and the wielding of a broomstick, 
with the accompanying screaming by the 
women folk, is necessary to get rid of the 
animal. 

Children oftentimes cause pianos to get 
out of order, but while the trouble caused 
by them is usually quickly repaired, there 
are times when they do more damage than 
rats. Leftalone in the room with an open 
instrument the spirit of mischief comes 
over them and a cane or a book is poked in 
under or among the strings. The owner 
returns to play on the piano and then finds 
it at sixes and sevens. As every thing was 
all right but a few minutes before, the 
cause of the trouble can not be understood, 
and then there is bluster about the house. 
Should the piano be a new one the maker 
is blamed, the instrument is condemned 
and a sharp letter is forwarded to the 
seller. The repairer with fear and trem- 
bling hastens to the scene, the trouble is 
found, and after apologies, the whipping of 
the small boy who did the mischief and the 
payment of the bill for repairs, the piano is 
left to its fate. 

Picking up a five-cent piece lying on the 
action, the tuner said: “Here is something, 
too, I find, as well as rats’ nests and the 
work of children. To be sure, money 18 not 
found frequently, especially in any con- 
siderable amount, but the finding of two 
fat pocket-books and a $1lU gold piece I will 
never forget.

SENSES IN ANIMALS. 


Observations Upon the Conduct of Dogs, 
Thrushes and Rebina. 

A writer in Nature, commenting on the
